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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims, if entered as proposed, would overcome the grounds of rejection of record set forth under 35 USC 
102 as anticipated by Howard, but would raise new issues that would require further consideration to see if the limitations in claims 1 and 16 
were not obvious in view of Howard. The proposed amendments would place limitations into the independent claims requiring the avionics 
bay to be located in the fuselage, forward of the heated floor, and requiring the air exiting the heated floor to flow to either the cabin or the 
outside of the aircraft, and while Howard would not anticipate the proposed independent claims, it would require further consideration to 
determine if the differences are non-obvious in view of Howard. 
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
